And 
yet there occur ſome | cogent [reaſons for believing, that Elias, 
the Author, was not altogether, and throughout the whole term 
of his life, a Member of that Houſe, but that he had alſo 
ſome connection with the vicinal, and very conſiderable Monaſ- 
tery of Raimnſey in Huntingdonſbire, one of the Mitred Abbeys. 
Theſe reaſons I ſhall here fairly adduce, ſubmitting them, as 
1 moſt freely do, and as indeed ought always to be done when 
one. differs from great authorities, ſuch as thoſe above- -men- 
tioned, to the judgement and deciſion of the learned. 
Jobn Bale is moſt certainly the Father, or Leader, of 
all our authorities concerning Elias: but he does not ſay 
Trickingham was 4 Member | of the Monaſtery at Peterborough, 
but only, that he, was educated. there*; and all are ſenſible, that 
the Monaſteries were in thoſe times the general places of Edu- 
cation. Hence it ſhould ſeem, that P:zs and Cave and Tanner 
have all miſtepreſented Ba/”s. words, by reporting our Elias to 
have been a monk of Peterborough, when in fact he only re- 
ceived the rudiments of literature in that Seminary. Pits ap- 
pears: to have committed the miſtake firſt, and the reſt to have 
implicitly followed him. Little more can now be known of 
our Author's perſonal: Hiſtory, than what Bale has delivered, 
who had better opportunities of in forming hümſelf concernin g 
him than can be pretended to by us at this day. All we 
can think of advancing in that reſpect now, muſt be drawn 6 
from internal evidence, from the marks. and tokens, if any there

When an Annaliſt of the 13 or 14 Century writes of ages 
long preceding his own times, and exceeds, by retroſpection, 
the bounds of his own knowledge and remembrance, it muſt 
be abſolutely neceſſary for him to have recourſe unto authors 
more antient than himſelf. Indeed, he has no other ground 
to proceed upon, unleſs he will be ſo preſumptuous and impo- 
ſing as to fabricate and invent Hiſtory, like Fohannes Aunius 
of Viterbo, or the original Architects of the Britiſb ſtory, and 
would palm a Romance upon the world, inſtead of real and ge- 
nuine Hiſtory. Our next endeavour muſt therefore be, to in- 
veſtigate, as far as We are able; at this diſtance of Tinie, what 
prior Authors de Trickingbam has chiefly followed - and made uſe 
of, in amaſſing and digeſting his materials.

To reduce this buſineſs to the ſhorteſt compaſs poſſible, Elias 
ſeems, upon collation with the reſpective Authors, to have called 
in to his aſſiſtance, Venerable Bede, Matthew Paris, Maithew of 
Weſtminſter, fobn Abbot of Peterborough, the Saxon Chronicle, and 
Florence of Worcefier, whoſe words, ſo far as this Author goes, 
he not unfrequently adopts and tranſeribes.

thor has delivered concerning the domeſtic affairs of the two 
Monaſteries of Peterborough and Ramſey, the other articles in his 
Compilation are, to ſpeak generally and in the groſs, of no great 
importance; ſo that Biſhop Nico//on very juſtly regiſters Helias 
de Trickingham amongſt our general Authors * of a lower form 
and leſs weight *” You ſee, Sir, that by this frank and in- 
genuous confeſſion in regard to the merits of our Author, I am 
not at all diſpoſed to magnify and extoll him above his real 
worth; and yet I am of opinion, that theſe Annals may as well 
merit an impreſſion as ſome of the late Mr. Thomas Hearne's 
Publications, and ſeveral other ancient Tracts, to mention no 
names, of late brought forward. It ought alſo to be conſidered, 
that ſince the publication of the Decem Scriptares, the Collections 
of Dr, Gale, &c. &c. &c. little more is left in this line, than a few 
gleanings for you and I, and the Antiquarii minores, to buſy 
ourſelves about, though we. ſhould be ever ſo well diſpoſed 
to cultivate and promote the intereſts of our ancient Engliſh 
Hiſtory, But at worſt, there are many Gentlemen of con- 
fideration in the world, who, from an .innate candour and 
benevolence of diſpoſition, will be inclined to put the beſt con- 
ſtruction upon our honeſt endeavours to ſerve and oblige 
the Publick, and to ſuch I have hardly a doubt but fuch a 
morſel as this will prove no unacceptable preſent, 

The few ſhort Annotations I have written upon Eliat, are 
ſuch, you will ſuppoſe, as have not coſt me much pains; and 
yet, I hope, they are at leaſt worthy of your Author, The 
tendency of them is. chiefly to correct and amend your faulty 
Tranſcript F in many places, and in others to illuſtrate the

A Reviewer f, 1 
obſerve, has reprobated this mode of writing on antiquarian 
ſubjects; and the Cenſure appears ſo juſt and reaſonable, that 
one vould wiſh i it not to be made a Precedent. n

_ nels and ſuperſtition prevailing in the reſpective houſes, it was 


attended with that moſt important and aftoniſhing Revolution, 
the extirpation of all the Monaſteries of this lower claſs, This 
again may be fairly inferred from Dr. Richard Leyton's repreſen. 
tation of the conference which he held with the Dean of the 
Arches in Biſhop Burnet's Hiſtory, where he obſerves, that 
nothing would fo: much recornmend the ſupremacy, as to fee 
fuch good: effects of it, as might follow upon a ſtrict and exact 


viſitation. And the abuſes of the religious perſons were now 
© fo great and vifible, even to the laity, that the correcting and 
© reforming: theſe would be a very popular thing 3, Layton, of 


whom we ſhall give ſome account hereafter, was the very per-

is and they were ſevere and ſtrict enough, as they. promiſed their 

if Patron Cromwell, at the firſt ſetting out, they would be. One ob- 
ſervation is certainly very obvious, as to this point of ſeverity, that 

þ though our MS. includes 144 Convents, We have not a favour-: 
| able repreſentation of any one of them; and yet we are aſſured, 
by very good authors, not fonder of Monkery than our vi- 
ſitors, that many of the Religious Houſes were at this time 
found to be irreproachable, in regard to the morals and con- 
verſation of their inmates *. It has been thought again by ſe- 
veral, that the viſitors exaggerated matters greatly in regard to- 
the criminality of the Religious *, by reporting it greater than- 
it really was, and never interpoſing a ſingle. word of commen- 
dation for any thing good they met with, nor of extenuation 
for what they found amiſs; and further, that. they often made 
returns of /u/þicions in lieu of real facts, as here, p. 34. 39, 
40.; though it muſt be acknowledged, that they had ſome: 
countenance for this, by the 20th article of their inſtructions. 
But what is moſt to the preſent purpoſe; the Tork/ire. inſurgents, ; 
who called themſelves he Pilgrimage of. Grace, charged our: 
Doctors directly, A. 1537, with partiality and ſiniſter dealings, 
alleging, that they received from one houſe ten pounds, and from 
another twenty pounds, and demanding the puniſhment of them 
by name; and that they ſhould be brought to account for 
© their bribery and extortion ?. How far calumny, ſpite, malice, 
and revenge, might operate upon the minds of theſe people and

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their leaders in their then bad temper, one cannot pretend 
to ſay; but this is certain, that our Doctors were far from viſit- 
ing all the religious houſes that lay within the limits of their 
commiſſion, ſo that we muſt ſuppoſe, that the rebels meant, by 
the accuſation of Bribery and Extortion, to infinuate, that the 
viſitors had been bought off by ſome convents, which had made 
their peace by giving them money. But, after all, there is no 
manner of doubt, that the inhabitants of the cloiſters were in 
general, at the time, extremely profligate and abandoned, moſt 
abominably wicked; and this will amply appear in the ſequel of 
this Introduction. 


The powers, with which the Commiſſioners were inveſted, 


were as large as can well be imagined. Thomas Cromwell had 
lately been appointed the King's Vicar General, in regard to the 
ſupremacy ; and theſe Viſitors had not only his authority dele- 
gated to them, but alſo the King's Hand and Signet, if not.the 
Broad Seal *. The Archbiſhop of Canterbury was inhibited from 
viſiting, till this royal viſitation was over; and we find, that our 
Commiſſioners, Legh and Layton, actually viſited the Archbiſhop 
of York, and gave him ſome injunctions *. They received more- 


over a Body of Articles of Enquiry from Cromwe/}, conſiſting of 


86 Items, and including a great variety of matter (as may be 
ſeen in Biſhop Burnet 3), to direct them in their proceedings. 


Our Doctors, however, to judge from their Report, here before 


us, confined themſelves chiefly to the following heads;

A few matters there are, which fall not properly within any 
of theſe heads; as Treaſon ', Apoſtacy *, Theft 3, and Conſpi-

and ſo I ſhall proceed briefly to conſider each of theſe heads, 
premiſing only, that at Bred/al Park, a houſe of Auſtin Canons 
in Derbyſhire, p. 3. there was a Prior only, and not a Single 
Brother; alluding. to the 2d Article of Cromwell's Inſtructions. 


T. INCONTINENCE; 


Biſhop Burnet, who had either ſeen-the original of our MS. 
or a Tranſcript of it in the Cotton Library, and grounds his 
aſſertion chiefly upon it, obſerves, that They [the Religious] 
were all extremely addicted to Idolatry and Superſtition . . . . 
but for the lewdneſs of the Confeſſors of nunneries, and the 

great corruption of that ſtate, whole houſes being found almoſt 
© all with child; for the diſſoluteneſs of Abbots, and the other 
© Monks and Colas not only with whores but married women ;. 
and for their unnatural- laſts, and other brutal practices, theſe 
© are not fit to be ſpoken of, much leſs enlarged on, in a work.

The more filthy articles are all omitted i in this publication. They bear, however, 
a ſmall proportion to the . 
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© of this nature. The full report of this Viſitation is loſt, yet I 
© have ſeen an Extract of a part of it, concerning 144 houſes 
that contains abominations in it, equal to any that were in Sodom. 
The Authors, whom I have had opportunity of conſulting on the 
occaſion ; Hall *, Speed 3, Godwin *, Fuller 5, Lord Herbert *, 
Collier“, Strype *, and the preamble to the Act of Parliament 
for the diflolution of the Religious houſes ?, all agree in affirm- 
ing the ſame, though, perhaps, in ſomewhat different words : 
And the teſtimony of .theſe learned men and hiſtorians is moſt 
ſuperabundantly, and even with much aggravation, confirmed by 
Henry Stephens' paper mentioned above. It was neceſſary thus 
fully to eſtabliſh the truth of Biſhop Burnet's paragraph, becauſe 
Sanders preſumes to ſay, that many of the vices and crimes, 
charged upon the Religious by the Viſitors, were fictitious *'. It 
is true, indeed, that in late times, the Monks have been ac- 
cuſed of making ſubterraneous paſſages between their Convents 
and the Nunneries; and alſo of inſerting clauſes or covenants 
in their leaſes, for the ſupply of women for the gratification of 
their luſts; but theſe inſinuations have been all proved to be 
_ groſs and groundleſs calumnies by a Proteſtant Author . But 
this notwithſtanding we contend, that in ſpite of the unſup- 
ported aſſertion of Sanders, the Religious were guilty of all the 
enormities imputed to them ” the learned and well informed

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Biſhop. But this odious and filthy : ſubject I ſhall! here moſt 
willingly diſmiſs, after obſerving, that the vices of many of the 
offending parties are given in the MS. ; but that, as the ſpecifica- 
tion of them in ſome caſes might be diſguſting to modeſty, we 
have thought proper to omit all of them in the preſent publication; 
and that it appears from Henry Stephens“, as well as from other 
Authors, that the Religious of France and Germany, at the 


commencement of the 16th Century, were ſcarcely leſs ſcanda- 


lous in their conduct than the Enghſh. So that if the ſtate 
of Monachiſm was then ſo generally depraved and vicious in 
other parts of Europe, one has the leſs reaſon to wonder at 
finding both Monks and Nuns. ſo abominably wicked and de- 
bauched here in England, A. D. 1535. In ſhort Monkery, and 


the celibacy of the-clergy, were, no doubt, the main ſource of 


theſe ſpreading and horrible evils; al! which could make Pope 
Pius II. who died A. D. 1464, to ſay, as we have it in Pla- 
tina.*, * That there was great reaſon for the prohibiting' of 
Prieſts to marry, but greater for allowing it again,” as much 
as to ſay, he would not condemm the Ce/tbacy of. tbe Clergy, be- 
cauſe it had been ſanctioned by their holineſſes and their pre- 
deceſſors, but that, nevertheleſs, he ſaw clearly enough the 


manifold and crying abominations generated by it. 


2. Name of the FOUNDER. 


By this term, the firſt, or original, Founder. of the Convent 
is not intended, but the preſent patron of it; A. D. 1535, 
whence comes the expreſſion fundatrix nunc, p. 2. And it is 
obſervable, under this head, that there are but few inſtances, 
where the Patronage, or Advewſon, had continued in the ſame.

3,. The Eſtate and Revenue of the Convents. 


This Article of Enquiry was again of conſequence, and in 
much the ſame reſpect, ſince, from the ability and debility of 
the Houſes, much might be learned concerning the degree of 
oppoſition they were capable of making to the King's will and 
meaſures. It was not poſſible, that much of this matter could 
ever be publicly, or certainly known, ſince, though on occa- 
ſion, as when a religious houſe wanted to acquire the appropri- 
bation of ſome valuable rectory, the poverty of the foundation

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would be ſet forth, and its want of further aſſiſtance towards 
their neceſſary ſupport be amply diſplayed, yet, in a common 
way, their accounts were in their own hands, and no one having 
a right to pry into them, their boſom and confidential friends 
alone could of conſequence be apprized of the true ſtate and 
condition of the Convent in reſpect of its finances. Of the 
houſes in Norfolk, however, p. 39. ſeq. no valuations are given; 
but in regard to others, the only value we have of ſome of 
the houſes is to be found in our MS. And concerning thoſe, 
whoſe Valors occur in Speed and Dugdale, both which may be 
| read in Biſhop Tanner's Notitia, the ſums in our MS. moſtly dif- 
( fer from both thoſe Authors, and generally run between them, 
The moſt opulent of theſe foundations, that of the church of 
| 


Durham, could expend annually 21651.; whereas the poor 
houſe of Nuns at Lampley, Com. Ebor. was endowed but with 
51. 188. 8d. per annum. So great was the diſparity between 
the houſes in point of revenue. be 


4. Specification of Superſtition, as to Relicks, Pilgrimages, &c. 


The Viſitors had no inſtructions upon this head, though their 
return upon it be fo large and ſo curious. They appear not, 
however, to have entirely added it of themſelves, ſince the King's 
Highneſs had in a manner aboliſhed relicks, feigned miracles, 
and pilgrimages, by his injunctions iſſued at this time'. And 
indeed, when they were at the reſpective Places, K N the 
Images and Relicks were kept and revered, and to which the 
Pilgrimages were daily made, it was moſt natural and obvious 
ior them to note them down, Le at as they themſelves were

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ſo totally averſe to all ſuch ſenſeleſs trumperies. Biſhop Burnet, 
quoted above, has obſerved, that the Religious were all ex- 
© tremely addicted to Idolatry and Superſtition;;' and it is 1ncre- 
dible into what an horrible abyſs of Folly and Enthuſiaſm, of 
Impiety and Idolatry, theſe votaries, and the laity of the times 
through them, had plunged themſelves. If they themſelves cre- 
dited the genuineneſs of the relicks, and their power of work - 
ing miracles, they muſt have been weak and fooliſh in the extreme; 
and if not, they duped and impoſed upon the people in the moit 
ſcandalous and iniquitous manner. They had their ends to ſerve in 
the laſt caſe, and they did it moſt effectually; for they ſtuck at 
no artifices or frauds ', for the accompliſhing the purpoſe of 
aggrandizing their ſaints and relicks *, and thereby of enriching 
their convents, by the offerings of the deluded people. Dr. 
Fuller remarks, in regard to feigned relicks, that * ſo many 
pieces are pretended of Chris Croffe, as would load a great 
© ſhip*;? and Biſhop Burnet informs us, that in one houſe, St. 
Edmondsbury, * as many pieces of the croſs of our Saviour [were 
* found] as would make a whole croſs . And to judge from the 
numerous fragments that appear in this little collection, the 
obſervations of theſe authors are not hyperbolical; and yet 
both our Saviour and Simon of Cyrene could carry the whole 
croſs ſingly. Something like this again may be ſaid of the 
Bleſſed Virgin's milk, that if the whole quantity of it, as diſ- 
perſed throughout all Chriſtendom, were to be eſtimated and 
computed from the various portions of it occurring in our ſmall 


Few 5 were without ſome relics; and they were required to keep an 
inventory of them.

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tract, it muſt amount to a large number of gallons". But no 
more of this matter here, as moſt of the particular articles of 
ſuperſtition will be ſpoken to in the Annotations on the places 
where they reſpectively occur. 


5. The Debts ef the Houſes. 


Though this head be, in appearance, but a temporary matter, 
yet it is of conſequence, as affecting the rental of the houſe; 
for the more it owed, the leſs it could expend. Some houſes 
were in debt more than a year's income, as p. 3. 14. 24.* fo 
bad had their management been. In their exigence, they would 
even pawn their relicks 3; and in one houſe, at leaſt, the debt, 
and the ruined ſtate of it, was made one ground, or caùſe, of 
its ſurrendering to the King“. 


6. Many Votaries wiſhed to be diſcharged. 


Biſhop Burnet obſerves, that great numbers of the Religious 
were deſirous of being exonerated and freed from their vows. 
His words are ſo appoſite to the purpoſe, that I ſhall beg leave 


W adduce them; many [votaries] fell down on their knees, and 


« prayed they might be diſcharged, fiance they had been forced 
© to make vows againſt their wills; with theſe the Viſitors 
« diſpenſed, and ſet them at liberty 5.” The Viſitors had received 
no inſtructions relative to this point ; but, nevertheleſs, they 
were pleaſed to take cognizance of it, and to include it in their

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return. Beſides other places in the MS., eight with to be dif- 
charged from Thurgarton, p. 81.; fix from Rufford, p. 82. ; 
five from Pontefract, p. 100. ; all but two from Aldeby, p. 113. 
and almoſt all from Langley, p. 114. The Viſitors received 
the petitions of theſe ſapplicants, and, as Biſhop Buraet ſays 


above, en franchiſed and releaſed them; but what power they had 


for ſo doing may be doubted *, Certainly there is nothing of 
the kind given them in charge, or enjoined by their inſtructions, 


Now, beſides the powers of the Viſitors above ſpecified, as 
derivee from the Viſitor General and the Crown, they had a 
qualification inherent in themſelves. They were Prieſis, and 
by their ſacerdotal character were impowered to bring all the 
votaries, men and women, individually and ſeparately, to con- 
feflion. Of this their authority they made moſt ample ule, as ap- 
pears from our MS, where many of the vices and crimes, of 
which the Monks and Nuns are accuſed, are of ſo ſecret a na- 
ture, that they could not poſſibly be known but by the confeſ- 
fron of the criminals themſelves. The Doctors do not appear to 


have received any inſtructions to this purpoſe, and therefore 


muſt be ſuppoſed to proceed upon their own inclinations, and 
from their perſonal averſion to the votaries, whom they were 
diſpoſed to diſgrace and blacken, as far as conſiſtent with truth 
they could, In ſome inſtances their criminal indulgences, both 
thoſe with regard to the female ſex and thoſe of a blacker die, 
were aſcertained by their own confeſſion *; which we can hardly 
ſuppoſe would be intirely voluntary. In ſoine caſes it ſerves as 
an inſtrument of ſurrender, or rather of diſſolution, and the poor 
wretches might be rewarded for their concurrence with royal au-

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thority, or they might be left the neglected tools of a tyrant's will. 
In many inſtances not the ſuperſtitions or the revenues of the 
houſes, but their guilt, is the only object of the viſitors report. 

The authority of the Viſitors was, however, no greater than 
neceſſary, as ſome of the religious houſes were very obſtinate 
and refractory, refuſing to make diſcovery ; as particularly 
Holme in Norfolk, concerning which, we read, Here there was 
a violent ſuſpicion of a confederacy not to give information. 
Other houſes, no doubt, were equally reluctant; and ſo were 
individual perſons, for the Prior of Pentney did not confeſs 
his Fornication or rather 7:ce/?*, but was convicted by the con- 
feſſion of the abbeſs his paramour3. Hence come thoſe /#/p1cr0n5, 
which our rigid Cenſors have ſometimes put down inſtead of 
facts, as mentioned above *; and that vague iſinuation of fraud 
and mal-practice by the Abbat of Holme 5, in order to 
bilk and deceive the Viſitors, of whoſe approach and intention 
the Abbat appears to have obtained ſome hint or intimation. 

I beg leave to remark further, that it would be impoſſible for 
two men to be diſpatched with powers ſo novel and extraordi- 
nary, and to execute them rigorouſly againſt a body of people ſo 
bad, ſo large, ſo ſpiteful and malicious, as theſe Monks and 
Nuns were, without incurring an infinity of odium and blame *.

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Theſe ſubjects, moſt of them, if not all, mal- contents at beſt, 
many of them marked and criminated, and all of them in genera! 
inwardly bigoted adherents to the Pope, could never hear their 
Incrative Saints and Relics blaſphemed, and called by the op- 
probrious name. of /yper/tition and zdolatry, without the higheſt 
degree of fury and reſeatment. Indeed, one may wonder how 
our Doctors cou'd ever eſcape the effects of ſuch violent indig- 
nation; for that the rancour and outcry both of the religious, 
and alſo of the laity, againſt them, were virulent and far ſpread- 
ing, may with certainty be collected from the Yorkſhire inſur— 
rection under Aſke, and the demand then made againſt the Doc- 
tors by name. Aſſaſſination for good and valuable ends was 
then a light and pardonable crime at Rome; but our enter- 
prifing Doctors had the good fortune nevertheleſs to ſurvive, 
and to die in their beds. 

It has been noted above, that the inftructions given to our 
Commiſſioners conſiſted of no leſs than 86 Articles, and yet 
their return in our MS. includes, you obſerve, but fix heads or 
branches of enquiry; one has therefore abundant reaſon to 
imagine, that theſe Viſitors, ſtrict as they were and zealous, 
would never diſcharge their duty and office ſo perfunctorily, 
but muſt 'have made a larger and more ample return; and that 
our MS. is only an Abſtract, or, as it is ſtyled, a Compendium of 
it. We are well informed, that the Viſitors ſent advices to 
Cromwell of many other matters than what appear in our MS., 
and frequently correſponded with him when on their viſitation *, 
ſo that their report at laſt, when their whole work was fi- 
niſhed and concluded, muſt have been very copious and prolix,

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No fuch voluminous return, however, is now to be found, 
and therefore, in all probability, it was deſtroyed by Biſhop Bon- 
ner in Q. Mary's reign, of whoſe havock and ravages, in ſup- 
preſſing records, and conveying away whatever was unfriendly 
or inimical to his own church, Biſhop Burnet repeatedly com- 
plains". The original, however, of our MS. happily eſcaped 
his malevolent diligence. 

My laſt obſervation muſt be concerning the religious houſes 
in Norfolk *, from p. 110. to the end. Theſe, I preſume, are 
intended by the expreſſion cum aliis in the title of our Ms.; 
and, unleſs I be greatly miſtaken, are formed from a return made 
by a different ſet of Commiſſioners. The ſtyle varies perpetually; 
and the Founders, Rents, and Debts, of the reſpective houſes 
are omitted throughout; which ſhews, I think, very plainly, 
that our Doctors, Leg and £ayton, were neither of them em- 
ployed in thoſe parts. 

If now I ſhould preſent the Reader with ſuch memoirs of the 
Doctors Legh and Layton, as I have been able to collect, it will 
be all, I humbly conceive, that can reaſonably be expected. 
from rae on the preſent occaſion. 

In delivering the ſeveral paſſages of the Lives of theſe two 
eminent Eccleſiaſtics, perſons of great worth and honour, we 
ſhall always take care to cite our vouchers for the particulars, 
as ought ever to be done, in our opinion, by moderns, when- 
ever they preſume to narrate the ſtory. of times prior to their.

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own perſonal remembrance, and have not the information of 
perſons contemporary with ſuch times. a 
Dr. THoMas LEGH *', a York/hire man, probably was a Civilian * 
of good note, a knights, and a great patron of our famous 
Antiquary John Leland*. He was educated at Eton ſchool, and 
went from thence to King's College Cambridge 5. October 7, 
I531, he was admitted an Advocate in the Court of Arches *, 
and became one of the Clerks in Chancery“. 14 Sept. 15335, 
the Doctor was collated to the Maſterſhip of Sherburn Hoſpital 
near Durham, a valuable piece of preferment, by that excellent 
Prelate, Cuthbert Tunſtall, Biſhop of Durham *. Sanders ſays, 
he was not in orders, and that he ſollicited the Chaſtity of 
the Nuns; but both theſe charges are abſolntely falſe; for he 
certainly was in orders*: and, in regard to the ſecond flande-

Dr. Legh was a great friend of Archbiſhop Cranmer *, and 
was his Commiſſary. He alſo was his nephew by marrying 
a daughter of the Archbiſhop's ſiſter . And when a plot was 
hatched againſt the Archbiſhop by his powerful enemies at Lon- 
don, A. 1543, but conducted by ſome under-agents in Kent, 
Dr. Legh was very principally employed in fifting the matter to 
the bottom ?, being ſent down to Canterbury tor that purpoſe by 
the King. 

Legh's character is that of 9 Hout man meaning of a bold and 
intrepid ſpirit) exerciſed in the King's Eccleſiaſtical affairs in the 
Viſitation, and it was chiefly for this uſeful quality, together 
with his activity, his abhorrence and deteſtation of the Popith 
ſuperſtitions, and his attachment to the regal ſupremacy, that Dr. 
Layton, who firſt brought him into this buſineſs of the Viſitation 
of the Monaſteries *, recommended him to the king. Legh was 
in fact a perſon of wonderful fagacity and penetration, with a 
ſingular talent of fiſhing out and extorting the inmoſt thoughts 
and ſecrets of the parties brought before him *. The Tranſla-

Godwin, Annals, p. 80. 
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of Cambridge ſingly, A. 1535 *, and A. 1536. He was pre- 
{ent at Lambeth on the pronouncing of the ſentence of divorce 
between King Henry and Queen Anne, and the ſame year we 
find him employed in Cheſhire 3. A. 1536 again, he was at 
Sawtrey, com. Hunt“; and afterwards, A, 1538 and 1540, was 
much buſied in taking ſurrenders, and ae the Popiſth 
monuments at Durham *®, 

For all theſe important ſervices to the Crown, performed 
for ſo many years together, and ſo beneficial to the intereſts 
of Religion in the infantile ſtate of the Reformation, he ob- 
tained grants of Abbey Lands to the amount of 927 l. 6s. Tod. 
per ann. of which the particulars may be ſeen in Bp. Tanner,, 
and Mr. Allan“; and dying A. D. 1545 was buried in St. Leo- 
nard's, Shoreditch, London, with this inſcription on a flat ſtone, 
Sir Tho. Lighh Doclor of Law 1545. In that pariſh he probably 
dwelled. This is but a trivial circumſtance, but worth noting, 
in regard to the wonderful alterations that have intervened in 
the city of London ſince that year. Fitz-Stephens boaſts *?, that 
in his day almoſt all the biſhops, abbots, and great mien, 
were in a manner citizens and inhabitants of London.

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Dr. RICHARD LAYTON, 

Dean of York, was a Civilian and Divine of conſiderable 
eminence in theſe Times, He, and Dr. Gwent, Dean of the 
Arches, were materially concerned in deviſing the beſt and moſt 
cltectual methods of ſupporting and eſtabliſhing the King's Su- 
premacy, A. 1525 *. and, indeed, the ſtep then taken of viſit- 
ins the monaſteries, which in the event ſucceeded ſo well, and 
introduced the Diſſolution of the leſſer religious Houſes, may be 
ſaid to be properly a ſcheme of his 3. 

- He had been aforetime in Cardinal Wolſey's ſervice, at the 
ſame time with Cromwell, the Viſlitor-General ; a circum- 
ſtance, which laid the foundation of no common friendſhip 
and intimacy between him and that great miniſter. He was in 
himſelf a dextrous, active, and .diligent man“, and was the 
perſon, moreover, that adviſed the Viſitor General to engage 
Dr. Legh in the Buſineſs of the Viſitation of the Monaſteries in 
the North, as the fitteſt perſon to be aſſociated with himſelf, from 
a ſimilarity of diſpoſition 5. 

Biſhop Tunſtall calls him his kinſman * , and he was probably 
a Northern man ”, but not a Sco? *®. He was one of the Maſters 
in Chancery ?, Clerk of the Privy Council **; in which capa- 


city he was employed to examine the Bithop of Rocheſter, when

his Lordſhip was confined in the Tower *, and A. 1534, 
was made by John Longland, Biſhop of Lincoln, Archdeacon of 
Buckingham *. 

He viſited the Univerſity of Oxford A. 1 535 along with Dr. 
London *; but as he occurs not in Wood's Faſti, which begin 
A. D* 1 1080 I incline to believe he received his academical 
education at Cambridge. In 1536, we find him preſent when 
the ſentence of Divorce between the King and Queen Anne Bolen 
was pronounced at Lambeth*, alto in Kent that year; and A. 15 38, 
at Northampton, taking a ſurrender of the Monaſtery of St. An- 
drew 5, and in the ſame year in the Weſt. _ It appears from 
all theſe particulars that Dr. Layton was molt zealous and inde- 


fatigable in the King's buſineſs, and for this his aſſiduity he was 


amply remunerated by his Highneſs, A. 1 5 39, with the Deanry 
of York *. To enumerate in this place the reſt of his church 
preferments ; along with the Archdeaconry and Deanry above 
mentioned he enjoyed the great Rectory of Sedgefield in the 
county of Durham ', given him, as one may preſume, by his 
kinſman biſhop Tunſtall; and that of Brington co. Northamp- 
ton *, to which he was probably collated by biſhop n; 
land. 


To ſpeak now to his character. Mr. Wood ſtyles him Chap-

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perſon in very high eſtimation as a divine, and for his general 
learning *, Undoubtedly he did not love monachiſm, nor its 
ugly appendages, feigned relics, wonder-working images, and 
legendary ſtories; and at the ſame time he was a ſtrenuous aſ- 
fertor of the King's Supremacy, but nevertheleſs he was as much 
a confirmed Papiſt in doctrine * as the King himſelf ; and ſuch 
were his patrons,. Tunſtall and Longland. 

A. 1540, after he was Dean of York, he was joined in com- 
miſſion with the biſhops of Durham and Wincheſter, and Dr. 
Thirlby,. to examine witneſſes in the caſe of the King's divorce 
from his wife Ange of Cleves ?. 3, And biſhop Godwin tells us, that 
while Dean he became the Patron of Thomas Godwin, afterwards 
biſhop: of Bath and Wells, by contributing liberally towards his: 
education . But here interpoſes a particular, which ought to be 
examined and enquired into. Dr. Willis charges Layton with 
pawning when Dean the Jewels of the Church of York which 
after his death were redeemed by the Chapter 5.—If this were 
true, and: done with any ſelfiſh and avaricious view, it was cer- 
tainly very diſhonourable, not to ſay fcandalous; but Ant. Wood: 
gives a more favourable account of the matter; In Oct. 1541,.
